The Tillage Scheme. 


The full text of the Department of 
Agriculture's food production scheme is 
published this morning. Ten se, ae 
elapsed since the Defence of the Realm 
Order and the Department's first statement 
were issued, and during the last week we 
have received additional fragments of in- 
formation through the medium of semi- 
official obiter dicta and a Viceregal speech. 
This method was highly unsatisfactory, 
but it could have been justified on one 
ground. The first announcement of the 
scheme provoked a storm of criticism from 
the Press and from farmers throughout 
the country. The general verdict was 
that it was unworkable, that it lacked 
driving power, that it had devised no 
adequate machinery for the development 
of tillage. During the last week two 
things might have been done. The 
Government, bowing tó public criticism, 
might have scrapped the whole scheme and 
replaced it with an entirely new plan under 
entirely new control. If this was found 
impossible, the Department, before issuing 
the scheme in its final form, might have 
remedied some of its more glaring 
defects. The ten days’ delay, however, and 
knowledge of the public’s mind, have not 
changed the Department’s views about its 
slowly-born offspring. The scheme which 
we publish this morning is exactly the 
same scheme which was outlined in the 
Defence of the Realm Order. It has 
taken absolutely no notice of the people's 
discontent. The back-door ‘of escape from 
tillage is still left wide-open until the 
25th March. In spite of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant’s attempt to defend this provision 
in his speech at the College of Surgeons 
on Thursday, it is perfectly obvious that its 
effect on the development of tillage for the 
present year must be ruinous. The De- 
partment has lost a valuable opportunity 
of mending its hand: it seems to have 
received no inspiration or practical sugges- 
tions from its Advisory Committee. The 
long document which we print to-day con- 
tains new information on only two points. 
The scheme is to be worked through the 
County Committees of Agriculture, and a 
list is given of the classes of holdings 
which are exempted from the necessity of 
tillage. Race-courses, golf links, and 
demesnes, as Lord Wimborne’s speech in- 
dicated, are not exempted. 

The duty of tillage under penalties im- 
plies a contract between the farmer and the 
State. Every farmer who is required to till 
is entitled to demand that the necessary 
material—labour, horses, seeds, machinery 
—shall be brought within his reach., We 
study the scheme in vain for any proof 
that the Department of Agriculture has 
made practical arrangements to fulfil the 
State's contract with the farmer. From 
the under the heading of 
“ Requisites, as from the advertisement, 
“Farmers to the Rescue!"’ which we print 
to-day, we get no more substantial im- 
pression than one of confused optimism. 
The Department hopes to come to “an 
understanding with the trade as to a 
reasonable price for seed oats and 
potatoes.’ In view of the certainty of a 
largely increased demand for seeds nothing 
short of a price definitely fixed by the 
Crovernment will meet the situation. 
“Manures,” the advertisement tells 
as, with almost martial ardour, 
“are being mobilised,’’ but the scheme 
itself gives us no more definite in- 
formation than that there is a 
universal scarcity of essential manures. 
We are assured that the country has an 
adequate stock of ordinary farm imple- 
ments and machinery, but we remain in 
the dark as to the vital question of distri- 
bution. Apparently the Department stil] 
believes that the local shopkeepers will be 
able to compete with the highly organised 
committees of real farmers in the English 
counties. We shall have a sufficiency of

agricultural classes have, like everybody 
else, a stock of latent energy which can 
be called on for a special effort in a crisis 
like this, and, if there is an adequate re- 
sponse to this call, it should go a long way 
towards relieving this particular phase of 
the situation.” Jt is to the controllers 
of the production scheme that the 
country looks for “a special effort in a 
crisis like this "—and it looks in vain. The 
labour problem is still unsolved. It will 
remain unsolved until the Department has 
the courage to fix a minimum wage for the 
men who are to plant the oats and potatoes 
that the farmer will sell at a minimum 
price. 

The Department appeals to the Press to 
be ‘helpful.’ This newspaper has done 
its best to be helpful to the proposed 
tillage campaign. It was convinced from 
the outset that the control of the campaign 
ought to be vested in a small committee 
of independent men, who would have large 
powers and would not hesitate to exercise 
them. Such a committee would have gone 
to the heart of the: problem without a 
moment's delay. In the first place, it would 
have measured its ambition by local oppor- 
tunities and conditions. In the next 
place, it would have made its scheme at 
once watertight and practicable. Before 
it had issued a single statement or mani- 
festo it would have put itself in a position 
to give the country definite assurances 
about the supply of labour and other neces- 
sary material to the farmers. It is now 
evident that such a Board of Control, 
though demanded by all classes of opinion 
in the country, is not to be established. 
The Department's scheme holds the field, 
and on its success or failure depends the 
fate of the tillage movement in Ireland 
during the present year, and, perhaps, for 
some years to come. The Department has 
accepted an enormous responsibility. 
Nobody can be blind to the gravity of the 
warning which Captain Bathurst, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Food Controller, 
uttered yesterday at Salisbury. We shall 
give the Department’s scheme little help 
by pretending to be satisfied with it. We 
believe that the Department lacks moral 
authority to enforce the scheme, and that, 
even at this eleventh hour, arrangements 
which are essential to the success of the 
scheme are incomplete. We have no 
great hope that the County Committees of 
Agriculture, through which it intends to 
work, will rise to the occasion. A large 
proportion of the members of these Com- 
mittees represents the trading rather than 
the agricultural interest ; and in questions 
of supplies to farmers those interests must 
be often in conflict. The history of the 
Council of Agriculture does not suggest 
that these Committees will be anxious to 
invoke the valuable aid of the co-opera- 
tive societies. As we have said, however,

The Western Command. 


The Government has attached sufficient 
importance to the current rumours about 
the command on the western front to issue 
through the Press Bureau a formal denial 
of them. It states that there is “abso- 
lutely no truth in the suggestions that 
any change is contemplated in the pre- 
sent arrangements as to the relations be- 
tween the French and British commands 
on the western front. The subject has 
not even been discussed.” The rumours 
had their origin in the simultaneous visits 
to London, at the beginning of the week, 
of General Nivelle, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the French Armies in France, 
and Field-Marshal Sir Douglas Haig. 
Both commanders attended a series of im- 
portant conferences with the War Cabinet. 
Upon this fact, and the fact that General 
Nivefle is half English, has been founded 
the suggestion that he is to be invested 
with the supreme, formal, and direct 
command of all the Allied forces—British 
and French—on the western front. That 
is the suggestion which, the Government 
now assures us, is “absolutely without 
foundation.” We are very glad to 
hear it. ‘The present arrangements” 
governing the relations between the 
French and British commands are 
nebulous, perhaps, in theory, but ad- 
mirable in practice. They have never, so 
far as we know, been officially defined. 
Even in the early months of the war, 
when the British Army was a small frac- 
tion of the Allied forces, Viscount French 
held an independent command. The first 
movements of his Army, of course, were 
governed by General Joffre's strategic 
plans; but it was the British commander 
who himself proposed that.transfer of his 
Army from the Aisne to Flanders which 
marked a turning-point in the cam- 
paign of 1914 and won him his 
title. The French commander, on the 
other hand, has retained the supreme 
authority which is due to him as the com- 
mander of the force which is at once 
larger and national .to the territory in 
which operations are in progress. It is 
an arrangement which, if either party did 
not loyally accept it with a single eye 
to the common good, would rapidly prove 
unworkable. Not the smallest part of 
the debt which France and Great Britain 
owe first to General Joffre and Viscount 
French, and later to General Nivelle and 
Sir Douglas Haig, is the fact that they 
have made it not only workable, but 
superior to a system of rigid centralisation. 
The French and British Armies differ so 
far in military genius that no commander 
of one nation could obtain the same results 
from the force of the other as a com- 
mander of its own nationality. Nevertheless, 
the interchange of the knowledge which 
their experience has gained has achieved 
the happiest results. Only an overwhelm- 
ing necessity would justify the alteration

Dublin Improvements. 


Dublin wants to pluck what good it may 
from the ashes of its Easter Week con- 
flagration. By their long and earnest 
negotiations to secure the Reconstruction 
Act the Lord Mayor of Dublin and the 
other members of the Corporation's Special 
Committee established the city’s option on 
a salvage of civic benefit. The Sackville 
street area was laid in ruins: the Recon- 
struction Act reserved to the civic 
authority the right to control, in some 
degree, the rehabilitation, and to seize the 
occasion for obvious improvements. We 
regret to say that the value of this 
option is now being threatened by the 
pressure of individual interests. We 


— that it is generally agreed that 


one of the improvements which ought to 
be made, while there is so good a chance, 
is the widening of Earl street, a bottle- 
neck thoroughfare which takes the traffic 
between the large and dense north-eastern 
quarter and the rest of the city. The 
City Architect says that the widening of 
the street is “most desirable,’ and the 
special Reconstruction Committee recom- 
mended a scheme which included a widen- 
ing by eleven or twelve feet. The Cor- 
poration was asked yesterday to adopt the 
scheme. By twenty-three votes against 
twenty it passed an amendment which will 
limit the widening to three feet. The 
amendment appeared -to express the 
personal objection of one “or two 
of the owners of property in the street. 
One other reason for opposition to the 
Committee's recommendation was given. 
It was said that building operations would 
be delayed, and in that belief a member 
of the Corporation declared himself against 
the improvement because “his main object 
was to provide employment.” That is 
sectional interest against civic interest. 
When will the working-class representa- 
tives in the Corporation realise that the 
working-men of the city will be served best, 
not by doles, but by the general improve- 
ment of the city and, above all, by a 
sound municipal policy which will not 
discourage capital and industry? 


Lenses. 


Amateur photographers have been dis- 
turbed in their minds by the new order of 
the Minister of Munitions requiring a re- 
turn of particulars concerning certain types 
of photographic lenses in private possession, 


persons who are not photographers, and, 
indeed, to many who are. For example, 
one of the four classes specified includes 
“anastigmafic, symmetrical, and rapid 
rectilinear lenses, having focal lengths of 
from 22in. to 26in. inclusive and an 
aperture of not less than F/11." We 
understand that the order need concern 
very few amateur photographers, and the 
few who are so keen photography as 
to have any specified lenses in their posses- 
sion will, a priori, be well enough versed 
in the technique of the subject to under- 
stand the specifications. Such lenses 
occur, ás a rule, only in large and valu- 
able cameras. Still, it will be as well 
for camera-owners who are in doubt to 
consult a photographic dealer, for neglect 
to make the required return involves 
penalties under the all-comprehending 
Defence of the Realm Act. For some 
time past the Ministry of Munitions has 
advertised for lenses of the types now 
specified, and has offered full list prices for 
any lenses which it accepted. It is pre- 
sumed that they are wanted chiefly for 
photography from aeroplanes, in which 
great focal length would be an important 
requisite. The focal length of the lens 
is the first particular to be stated in the 
return ordered by the Ministry. |

LONDON CORRESPONDENCE.

Following upon the conferences held this 
week by the PWar Cabinet with Field- 
Marshal Sir Douglas Haig and General 
Nivelle, the Star came out this evenin 
with what it called a ‘‘sensationa 
rufnour,” to the effect that the French 
Commander may be given the supreme 
command of the French and British forces 
on the western front. It may readily be 
admitted that, if such a step should be 
thought desirable, there could be no better 
choice than General Nivelle, who has 
earned the admiration and confidence of 
the whole British Army by his brilliant 
defence of Verdun, and, as the son of an 
Englishwoman, may be expected to under- 
stand British idiosyncrasies better than 
most of his countrymen. At the same time 
nothing but the most overwhelming neces- 
sity would justify the course suggested, 
and that no such necessity exists is shown 
by the denial which the Government was 
well advised to issue later in the evening. 

News from the eastern fronts has been 
a good deal more cheerful during the last 
few days. There seems good reason to 
suppose that the German offensive in 
Rumania has now reached its limit, and 
that the strenuous resistance of the Rus- 
sians, coupled with the bad weather, has 
brought the enemy to a halt. Nothing 
more has been heard recently of the sug: 
gestion that Falkenhayn was going to 
divert an army to attack the Allies at 
Salonika, and it seems probable that the 
enterprise, if it was ever contemplated, 
has now been abandoned, at any rate for 
the present. This may account for the 
more conciliatory attitude taken up by, the 
Greek Government, with which the 
Ministers of the Entente are stated to be 
now thoroughly satisfied. 

Mr. Balfour's letter appears to have pro- 
duced, as was expected, a good effect upon 
educated opinion in the United States. 
There is still, however, a good deal of lee 
way to be made up if the great mass of 
the American public is to be brought into 
sympathy with the Allies. Mr. Richard 
McGhee, M.P., who has just returned 
from a Transatlantic visit (his second since 
the war), told a representative of the Pall 
Mall Gazette that there is still a woeful

conditions of the struggle. He was amazed 
to find how extensively the impression pre- 
vailed that the British people were doing 
very little beyond providing their Allies 
with war material, and that in the actual 
fighting the British Army was playing 
a very unimportant part. 

This is very largely the result of German 
propaganda in the States. Wealthy 
Germans in New York and Philadelphia 
are spending vast sums of money to culti- 
vate public opinion in favour of Germany. 
They circulate pamphlets by the million, 
and have acquired control of a number of 
papers, which are freely distributed. Mr. 
McGhee suggests that this campaign 
should be countered by the British Govern- 
ment. ‘Let them flood America with 
thoroughly trustworthy information. 
Through the Press, by means of pamphlets, 
by lectures, by speeches, let the British 
case be put before the American people, 
and the bad effect of the German propa- 
ganda, clever and insidious as it has been, 
will disappear.” 

Mr. McGhee does not say so, but I 
rather suspect that the comparative failure 
of our previous efforts in this direction 
has been due tw the fact that they have 
been, as the Americans says, too “high- 
browed.” The efforts of the distinguished 
novelists who went to the States early in 
the war on this errand and a good deal 
of the subsequent propaganda have been 
directed too exclusively to confirming the 
faith of the intellectual classes, who were 
already largely with us, and too little to 
convincing the average man, who is not so 
amenable to argument, and must be ap- 
proached in other ways. <A few humerous 
writers like the creator of ' Mr. Dooley,” 
who could address the Americans in their 
own picturesque vernacular, and a few 
cartoonists he Raemakers or Forain, 
would have had more effect upon American 
opinion generally than the most brilliant 
appeals of novelists and publicists. 


Once the Germans are defeated and the 
Allies are triumphant, there will, in all 
probability, be an end to German influence 
in all parts of the world. South America, 
particularly Brazil, is chafing under Ger- 
man penetration, but with the Central 
Powers helpless the South American States 
will soon be able to dispose of the German 
locusts. In the Far East the same thing 
will happen, and it is likely that before 
long Russia, Japan, and China will con- 
clude a conyention ending German in- 
fluence and intrigue in China. The 
Peking Government for a long time past 
has been fretting against German influence | 
calculated to disturb China’s relations with 
other Powers, and thus the convention may 
have some decisive results. 


In addition to Mr. Hughes, it new 
seems probable that Sir Robert Borden 
will be unable to come to England for the 
Imperial War Conference, as urgent public 
affairs will compel his presence in Canada. 
It is possible that Sir George Foster, the 
Dominion Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, will take his place. The Common- 
wealth representation is still unsettled. 
The Colonial Office has not yet fixed upon 
the actual date for the conference, owing 
to the uncertainty at present as to when 
the Prime Ministers or their deputies can 
arrive. 

Mr. Bonar Law, while Secretary for the 
Colonies and before he left that depart- 
ment for.the Treasury, took a practical 
step to provide for the future of some of 
the men who will leave the Army after the 
war. He sent a circular letter to the 
Governors of the Overseas Dominions ex- 
plaining that the Government here desired 
not only to find work in the United King- 
dom for the largest possible number of 
ex-soldiers, but also to provide for the 
emigration of those who might wish to 
go abroad. It was a matter of first-class 
importance that ex-soldiers desiring to 
emigrate should be kept in the Empire, 
and not allowed to drift away from it for 
want of guidance and lack of knowledge 
of the opportunities awaiting them in the 
Dominions. The Imperial Government, 
therefore, proposed to set up a central 
authority to deal with this question. Mr. 
Walter Long, who succeeded Mr. Law at 
the Colonial Office, is carrying on this 
work, and will soon be setting up this 
Imperial Migration Board, 


It is certain that the farmers of the 
country will make every effort to keep all 
the men they can, and some leading 
agriculturists have already made repre- 
sentations to the Government’ on this 
point.

Relief Fund, "as 
well as the loan of his splendid residence in 
Bombay for a war hospital from the Gaekwar 
of Baroda; 44 lakhs from the Princes, chiefs, 
and people of Rajputana to the Kiag-Emperor 
for aeroplanes and machine guns; & motor 
launch from the Maharaja of Travancore; 10,000 
rupees from the Maharaja of Burdman, and 
many other valuable donations. The Raja of 
Cutch has offered to defray the expenses of one 
Indian regiment at the front for another year. 

The announcement of the new War Loan has 
been excellently received, and certain news- 
papers have expressed the hope that the last 
date for applications, now fixed for February 
16th, will be extended in order to afford India 
HA other dominions a longer time to partici- 
até.

The Press Bureau yesterday issued the text 
of the Order of the Food Controller dated 11th 
inst. which prohibits the manufacture, after the 
29th inst., of wheaten flour, except in the 
manner prescribed in the Order, and prohibits 
the sale or manufacture, after March 12th next, 
'f bread or any other article of food for which 
wheaten flour is used, unleas the flour so used is 
manufactured as required by the Order. 

The preliminary steps prior to the issue of 
this Order by the Ministry of Food are not 
without interest... The Food Controller, after 
counsel with expert advisers, instituted a careful 
and elaborate scheme of experiments. These 
were carried out by a well-known firm of millers 
on the basis of the contemplated Order. To 
provide the most efficient test of its prac- 
licability the Food Controller personally ex- 
amined and tasted samples of bread made from 
the different varieties of the new flour, but a 
test on an extensive scale Was desirable. so one 
of the largest Army Commands in the country 
was provided over a series of days with the 
new bread. A leading eatering firm in London 
also issued a new loaf to its customers. The 
paws verdict was that the bread was excel- 
ent, and that its dietet&® value was higher than 
that of the normal kind of pre-war days. The 
Order may be gaid to have accomplished the 
desired objectives in a wider area of selection 
for breadstufls, with consequent diminution in 
the consumption of wheat and corresponding 
release of tonnage.

The American Consul at Pernambuco, says a 
Washington telegram, reports that nine Ameri- 
cans, belonging to the crew of the British

According to in- 
formation from an authoritative source, she is 
believed to have left Kiel under the Danish flag, 
with a sp of hay, a large guantity of which 
she carried on deck, in order to conceal her 
armament. This consisted of four torpedo tubes 
with several reserve tubes. She is also believed 
to be carrying a mine-laying apparatus. When 
last seen she was painted black, and she had on 
board a large number of supplementary plates.

RENTS IN WAR TIME. 


Lord Rhondda, President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, has issued the following notice :— 

Complaints having been received by the Go- 
vernment. that the provisions of the Increase of 
Rent and Mortgage Interest (War Restrictions) 
Act, 1915, are not being sufficiently observed, it 
is desired to draw attention again to the prin- 
cipal provisions of the Act as regards rent and 
ejectment. 

The landlord 
of a dwelling-house to which the Act applies 
cannot legally recover payment of rent bha 
that payable on August 3rd, 1914, except that 
the rent may be inereased (a) to cover cost of 
improvement or structural alteration (not being 
decoration or repairs); or (b) to cover increase 
in local rates paid by the landlord. Subject to 
the ruling of the County Court, a landlord 
must not transfer to the tenant. any burden or 
liability (e.g., loeal rates) previously borne by 
the landlord which makes the terms of tenancy 
eas faveurable to the tenant. It is understood 
that in some cases landlords havea improperly 
increased rent# and carried the increase forward 
as arrears. Such arrears could not be recovered 
at any time. 

2. A tenant may not be ejected so long as he 
pays the proper rent and performs other con- 
ditions of his tenancy. A tenant cannot legally 
be ejected unless (a) he has committed waste or 
been guilty of nuisance or annoyance to neigh- 
bours: or (b) the premises are reasonably re- 
quired by the landlord for occupation of him- 
eelf or someone emploved by himself or by one 
of his tenants: or (e) there is some other reason 
which is confidered gufficient by the Court for 
his ejectment. 

3. Houses to which the Act applies. The Act 
applies to a dwelling-house (or part of, sepa- 
rately let as a dwelling) where the rent or rat- 
able value of the house, or part, did not, on 
August 3rd, 1914, exceed £35 a year in the 
Metropolitan Police District and City of Lon- 
don, £30 in Scotland, and £26 elsewhere. The 
Act continues in foree for six months after the 
end of the war.

COMMITTEE'S PROPOSAL 


DEFEATED. 


A special meeting of the Dublin Municipal 
Council was held yesterday, the Lord Mayor 
presiding, to consider, among other matters, & 
report of a Special Committee tm re Dublin 
(destroyed areas) reconstruction, and that of a 
Special Committee appointed to Inquire into the 
administration of the Corporation electricity 


undertaking. 

The Lord Mayor formally moved the adoption 
of the report ih reference to the destroyed areas 
reconstruction ' 

Mr. John Ryan seconded. The Committee of 
the Corporation were to be congratulated On rhe 
work accomplished, after many obstacles. ey 
report left litiie to be desired either on the g 
of the citizens or the Corporation. He eulogise 
the work done by the Lord Mayor in the 
matter. 

Sir Patrick Shortall said there had been @ 
considerable amount of delay, but the delay 
was occasioned, not by the Corporation, but m 
another direction. The question would arise in 
the public mind as to where the responsibility 
for any future delay would lie. The City 
Architect would now be given extra powers, 
and it would be the builders’ own fault if there 
was further delay. Those who had suffered in 
the destroyed areas should send in their plans 
at once, so as to facilitate harmomious working 
in the building operations. 

ir Joseph Downes drew attention to a paras 
graph relating to the widening of Talbot st reet. 
There was an amendment to which he wished to 
draw attention in the hope that it would be 
accepted. 

The Lord Mayor said it was unanimously 
agreed to at the Committee meeting that Earl 
street should be as wide as Talbot street at 
Messrs, Egan’s.

It had been 
stated in the House of Commons that the Dublin 
Corporation were out to do all they could for 
their own members, regardless of the general 
public, and one felt ashamed to be listening to 
such a statement. They had got powers to 
widen Earl street, which should be one of the 
best streets in the city. If it were widened 
six feet it would relieve congestion and improve 
the position of shopkeepers. 

The Town Clerk pointed out that even if the 
report were adopted that day that would not be 
the last word, as schemes would have to be 
prepared and afterwards considered by the 
Council. 

The High Sheriff disagreed with Alderman 
Byrne, and said that, while Earl street was 
rather narrow, it had gained great prosperity. 

Mr. Nugent regarded it as a scandalous state 
of affsirs if the Corporation now threw away 
the only opportunity they had got in recent 
years of widening this street, and thus relievin 
congestion and danger to citizens.

THE WIDENING OF CHANCERY STREET. 

The Paving Commititce and the Housing 
Commitice of the Dublin Corporation have 
made a joint report upon the proposed widen- 
ing of Chancery street. They recommend that 
the widening of Chancery street be carried out 
under the provisions of Section 38 of the 
Public Health Act, 1878, and that a petition 
be presented to the Local Government Board 
for a provisional order to enable the Corpora- 
tion compulsorily to acquire the property neces- 
sary for the carrying out of street improve 
ment work, and for a loan of £5,602 to meet 
the estimated cost. A plan of the scheme 
shows that the effect will be to establish an 
uninterrupted line of thoroughfare from 
Mary's Abbey into Chancery street, an im- 
provement which, it is believed, will greatly 
facilitate the large amount of traffic, parti- 
cularlvy in connection with the markets. The 
completion of the housing scheme is now being 
dealt with apart from the street widening si” 
provement, and the Housing Committee, wi 
submib a separate report to the Council on 
that subject.

have regretted the comparatively mild rule | 


of their former native rajahs, and wel- 
eomed the British as deliverers, instead of 
regarding them as tyrants. 

The Gonds are divided into “ castes” by 
a curious system based on the recognition 
of a varying number of deities. The gods 
in their Pantheon are seven, and the 
people are divided into four-god, five-god, 
six-god, and seven-god families. No one 
is allowed to marry into his own group. Of 
these gods one is generally recognised as 
supreme—Bhera Pen or Muha Teva, who 
is regarded as the creator of the world. To 
him, however, little worship is addressed, 
as he is regarded as a kindly being, taking 
little interest in his creatures. The other 
deities, being more or less ‘malevolent, 
have to be propitiated with sacrifices, and 
human sacrifices were at one time by no 
means uncommon. Twenty-five human 
victims were offered, so late as 1842, by the 
Rajah of Bastar to secure an undisturbed 
journey on which he was setting out. Only 


condemned to death in the Bastar State 
for the sacrificial murder of a harmless old 
woman in order to secure the stability of 
a dam which had more than once given 
way in the rainy season. The belief in 
“tokens” is universal, and many plants, 
as well as animals, are considered sacred. 
The four-ged Gonds reverence as their 
tokens the tortoise and crocodile: the 
five-god Gonds, the iguana lizard; the six- 
god Gonds, the tiger, and the seven-god 
Gonds, the porcupine, 

We learn much of the strange beliefs 
and oustoms of these people, as well as of 
their history, and a chapter is devoted to 
mission-work—not only that of the Church 
Missionary Society, but of its predecessors ; 
the United Free Church of Scotland, and 
the Roman Catholic priests and nuns, 
working under their own bishop ; the mis- 
sions of the Scandinavian Church of 
Sweden, and the American missions. 
‘Curiously enough,” the Bishop tells us, 
“the first Christian mission to the Gonds 
was started, and largely supported, by 
Mr. Donald McLeod, a distinguished In- 
dian administrator, who finished his career 
as Lieutenant-Governor of the Panjab,”’ 

The concluding portion of the book is 
occupied by a condensed version of the 
Story of Mange, the national epic of the 
hero of the Gonds, whith is recited by 
their Pardhans, or bards, and gives a 
mythical history of the origin and for- 
tunes of the Gond people. This introduces 
the tortoise and crocodile, explains the 
origin of fire from flint, and accounts for 
the division of the Gonds into their four 
tribes.
